According to producer
Peter Tewksbury it was killed by NBC’s powerful cabal
of four men—the same four who presumably approved
programs of such appalling shallowness as “Ensign
O'Tolle,” “Don’t call Me Charlie” and “McKeever and
the Colonel.”

And one of the
most terrible of all human traits is that we mistrust
what we do not understand.

NBC produces the excellent opera series as well
as many news and public affairs programs of high
quality. One may not personally prefer these programs
but they are understandable to all.

The advertising executive at the Carnation Co.,
the largest sponsor, was one of the first dissenters. |
He admitted he “just didn't understand” the show.
Another executive at the Irwin-Wasey Ad Agency told
the writers that he “didn’t understand” it either.

The cancellation was based on the single rating
survey made after only four episodes—those seen
prior to Oct. 15. In addition to that, a sporadic big-
city survey was completed recently which revealed
“It's a Man's World” has a rating of 19 or 20, which is
not weak at all. But it is less than “To Tell the Truth.”
Other opposition comes from “Cheyenne” (which is
being dropped in January) and “I've Got a Sceret.”

NBC displayed little enthusiasm for the program
from the beginning. Certainly the network has done
little to publicize it. Early in the season Revue Studios
which produces the series offered to pay NBC $100,000
out of its own pocket to give it a publicity boost. NBC
refused.
